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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent.

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lesh 



etal. 
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In figures 20-23, Lesh et al. shows the steps of positioning a patch (173) across 
an opening (167) of the left atrial appendage, and securing the patch (173) at one or 
more locations surrounding the opening of the left atrial appendage. In relation to 
claims 2, 3, and 4, figure 20 shows three anchors (158, 163). In relation to claim 5, 
other embodiments disclosed by the cited patent demonstrate the conventionality of 
unfolding the patch from a reduced configuration to an enlarged configuration. In 
relation to claims 6, 7, and 8, the cited patent discloses patches comprising of PTFE, 
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fabric, and sheet, and in relation to claim 9, the cited patent discloses a patch delivered 
transluminal^ via catheter. In relation to claims 10-20, the cited patent discloses the 
limitation disclosed by the claims in question.
